IRISH NATIONAL WAR 
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MR. RUNCIMAN AND 
IRELAND. - 


The Right Hon. Walter Runciman wae the 
principal speaker at a demonstration in Edin- 
burgh last night in the Usher Hall, Edinourgh, 
in connection with the meeting of the Council 
of the Scottish Libera] Federation.

STRONG NOTE TO COLONEL 
BERMONT, a 


DENTKIN'’S SUCCESS 


CONTINUED. 


An official telegram from Riga, dated the 
22nd inst., to the Lettish Press Bureau at 
Copenhagen, says that the Germans are con- 
tinuously bombarding Riga with heavy guns 
and trench mortars. Most of the civilian vic- 
tims are women and children. Near Friedrich- 
stadt a German attack was bloodily repulsed 
by the. Lett Artillery and armoured cars, one 
enemy battery being silenced. 

The Lettish Press Bureau further reports that 
Colonel du Parquet, Chief of the French Mili- 
tary Mission at Riga,’ telegraphed to Colonel 
Bermont on the 2ist inst. as follows :—* For 
twelve days the defenceless city of Riga has 
now been bombarded by your troops, with the 
result that women and children have fallen 
victims. Ojivilised peoples call that murder. As 
regards yourself, the traitor thus soon becomes 
a murderer. The halter which awaits you can 
also close around the necks of your advisers.” 


RUSSIAN POSITION REVIEWED. 
The War Office issues the following :— The

South Russian reports have come in, giving 
the situation on General Denikin's front up 
te October 2ist. North of Tseritsm, General 
Wrangel’s advance, which was instituted after 
the breakdown of the great Bolchevik attack a 
fortnight. ago, being. pursued successfully. 
The Red troops have been driven out of 
Dubovka, on the Volga, thitry-three 
north-west of Twaritsin, and Sloviinskaya, 
forty-two miles north-west of the town, on 
the Bousoylyevsk Railway. The 280th Soviet 
Division has been completely. defeated in this 
sector. Over 3,000 prisoners are reported at 
present, and many are still coming in.

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WITNESSES’ STATEMENTS. 


At William street Police Station, Limerick, 
yesterday, before Mr. George McElroy, R.M., 
Edmond Foley, Michael Shanahan, Patrick 
Maher, and Michael Murphy were charged on 
remand with the murder of Sorgeant Peter 
Wallace and Constable Michael Enright at 
Knocklong Railway Station on the 13th May. 
The prisoners, who are of the farming cicss, were 
brought from the county prison under a heavy 
escort of military and police. 

Mr. J. 8. Gaffney, Crown Solicitor, conducted 
the prosecution, and the prisoners, who. wore 
eat professionally represented, pleaded not 
guilty. 


EX-SOLDIER’S EVIDENCE. 

The first witness examined was Arthur Norris, 
of Slapden, Herefordshire. He stated that he 
was a demobilised soldier and the son of a 
farmer. On tho 13th May last he was serving 
in the King’s Shropshire Light Infantry, and 
was travelling from Dublin to Fermoy by the 
train that left Kingsbridge in the afternoon. 
When the train arrived at Knocklong Station 
he saw a man jump on to the platform from 
the train. He saw another man signal to two 
others, and a little later one of them drow a 
revolver and fired a shot in the direction of 
the compartment in which the police 
were travelling with their prisoner. There 
were shouts of * hands up.” He 
had a good view of the man that fired the 


| shot, and subsequently he saw the three men.

Education Board. The Chief Secretary will 
be the Minister of Education, and he will have 
under him a staff consisting of one chief officer, 
who will control primary, secondary and tech- 
nical education, and an Assistant Secretary in 
respect of each of these branches of education. 

it is also proposed to set up án Advisory 
Council, one-third of the members of whieh will 
be and will consist of some 
meambers of the three boards of education 
are to be extinguished; orie-third will 
be persons engaged in education, such as head 
and assistant masters, and the heads of tech- 
nical schools, and the remaining third will be 
app inted by county councils and the corpora- 
tions of the principal cities. 

The present managerial system in natjonal 
education will be incorporated in the bill, but 
provision will be made for the appointment 
of Visiting Committees for the achools. 

The financial proposals are said to be still the 
subject of negotiation between the Chief Seere- 
tary and the Treasury, but it is believed that 
the salaries recommended in the reports of the 
Killanin Committee on Primary Education and 
of the Molony Committee on Secondary Edy- 
cation will be embodied in the bill. The 
salaries of teachers will be substantially in- 
A national rate for educetion will be 
proposed—a flat rate for the whole country, to 
cover primary, secondary, and technical educa- 
tion: apd it is said that the Treasury will con- 
tribute £1 for every £1 raised. Provision is 
also made for a pension scheme for teachers on 
the lines of the Fisher Pension Act of last year.

THE STORY OF THE IRISH 


CONVENTION.

THE VERGE OF SUCCESS. 

A Special Correspondent of The Times, In a 
second article to-day on the inner history of the 
Irish Convention, writes:—During the sessions 
at Cork the Grand Committee had been in- 
structed to prepare, if possible, a scheme for 
submission to the Convention, “which might 
meet the views and difficulties oxpressed by 
different speakers during the course of the 
debate.” 

CHOOSING THE DRAUGHTSMAN. 

The Convention adjourned on September 27 
and the Grand Committce undertook their task, 
but the question immediately arose as to who 
was to be responsible for drafting the scheme. 
It would have been an obvious course for Mr. 
Redmond to take the initiative. He might 
have assumed the rile of a Prime Minister 
within his Cabinet, but, probably because he 
feared the odium of originating generous sug- 
gestions which might never be accepted, he 
did not do so. The Chairman then turned to 
the Bishop of Raphoe. The Bishop, who later 
became leader of the Nationalist secession, was 
a dominant personality, with long experience in 
Irish politics, and a most courteous, though re- 
lentless, debater. He accepted the responsi- 
bility of preparing the scheme. Though he had 
every intellectual qualification, the wisdom of 
directly associating a Roman Catholic prelate 
with proposals which might well have formed the 
charter of Irish liberties was, in view of 
Protestant susceptibilities, highly questionable. 
SIR ALEXANDER McDOWELL INTERVENES 

So much was decided, but eubsequent pro- 
cedure wage diverted by the intervention of Sir 
Alexander McDowell, a Belfast solicitor of high 
standing, and an Ulster Unionist member of the 
Grand Committee. Sir Alexander, who was 
recognised as an expert negotiator, and from 
the exercise of whose talents much was ex- 
pected, held that, for purposes of negotiation 
and of drafting, a committee of 20 was too 
large. So great was the genera! confidence in 
his good-will and capacity that the Grand Com- 
mittee agreed to delegate the more intimate 
discussiong to & sub-committee of nine of ite 
number. ? 

THE CONVENTION'S FATE DECIDED. 

Tt wee at the deliberations of the Sub-Com- 
mittee of Nine that the fate of the Convention 
was in reality deckled. The Sub-Committee ac- 
cepted as the basis of those deliberations the 
scheme of the Bishop of Raphoe. That scheme 
is set forth in the Convention report. It 
proposed a wide measure of Home Rule, and 
the creation of a single Irish Parliament, con- 
sisting of a House of Lords and a House of 
Commons, with fuller powers than those con- 
templated in the Home Rule Act, including 
control of Customs and Excise, and, as a eafe- 
guerd to Ulster, the nomination, for a period 
of years; of 12 additional members to repre- 
sent ber industries, commerce, and trade. 

One by one the Sub-Committee discussed the 
heads of the acheme, and the greatest desire for 
mutual aceommodation was. displayed by 
all, With the sole exception of the fiscal 
powers to be exercised by the Irish Parliament, 
provisional agreement—that is to say, agree- 
ment subject to the whole scheme proving ac- 
ceptable—was secured in every vital particular. 
They agreed to the creation of an LUish Parlia- 
ment, to its powers, save in finance; to the ex- 
clusions from its powers, to the composition of 
an [rish Senate, and to a draft composition of 
an Irish House of Commons. The Unioniet<de- 
sire for representation at Westminster they de. 
cided not to be eufficient cause for rupture. 
Further, they agreed to the prihciple of an 
Imperial contribution, and to many minor 
arrangements. About the end of October there 
existed, around that table, an understanding 
which no smaller authority than Mr. Redmond 
regarded as tantamount to a final seitlement of 
the Irish question. There existed also a sub- 
stantial basis for a measure of Home Rule. 
Nevertheless, agreement broke down. and the 
cause of the disaster did not originate within 
the Convention. 

THE PROVISIONAL AGREEMENT. 

The vital point of the provisional agreement 
lay in the composition of the Irish House of 
Commons. The principle of joint sessions of 
both Houses, in case of disagreement hetween 
them, adopted from the Home Rule Act, had 
been accepted. The Sub-Committee had agreed 
that “ the Unionists should be offered, by effec- 
tive means, a proportion. of 40 per ceut. in the 
Lower Howe.’ Bhat representation ensuted, 
in view of the proposed composition of the 
Senate, at least a balance of. power 
between Nationalists and Uninists at 
a joint sesgion, Revolutionary legisla- 
tion and finance ín euch circumstances 
would have been obviously impossible. This 
agreement, strangely undemocratic though it 
may appear, had been achieved because the 
Nationalists preferred the risk of Ulster domi- 
nation to the rule of Great Britain, and be- 
cause they placed an united Ireland above all 
other considerations, Had it been ratified, the 
question of fiscal powers would clearly have 
become, if not academic, almost certainly ad- 
justable, The object of Ulster in limiting the 
powers of a Parliament, impotent in important 
matters without Unionist collaboration, could 
hardly have been sufficierit to warratit rupture 
on this point. 

BELFAST AND THE TERMS. 

At this fatal period, Mr. Barrie and Lord 
Londonderry, debarred by the conditions of 
their participation from exercise of their own 
judgment, or from the power of binding their 
party, took the terms of provisional agree- 
ment which concerned the composition of the 
two Houses of Parliament to the Advisory 
Council in Belfast. The Advisory Counci! were 
remote from the inflnences of the Convention. 
Necessarily, it was difficult to convey to them 
the confidence which had grown from intimate 
dscussion: They had not had the educative 
advantage of long and patient consideration; 
they did not see the projected scheme as a 
whole—it was necessarily carried to them piece. 
meal. On the pretext that the principle of 
strengthening the Ulster representation in the 
Lower House by the addition of nominated 
members was undemocratic, and therefore un- 
acceptable, the Advisory Committee rejected 
the amazingly generous concessions which 
Mr. Barrie, Lord Londonderry, and Mr. Pollock 
had secured and wreeked the greatest oppor- 
tunity of peace which Ireland had ever known. 

Ulster representatives, it is true, undertook to 
submit proposals for the safeguarding of their 
interest by other means, but those proposals 
never materialised. Disappointment waa bitter, 
and it was not confined to the Nationalists; hut 
the Sub-Committee, though far less hopefully, 
continued their work: 

CUSTOMS AND EXCISE. 

With the passing of the first attempt at com- 
promise, the debated point of control of Cus- 
toms and Excise began to assume larger pro- 
portions. The Nationalists regarded the posses- 
sion of that control as the acid test of liberty. 
Ulster insisted that it should remain with the 
Imperial Parliament. Lord Southborough sug- 
gested, from the chair, 4 compromise. It re- 
conciled most ingeniously the grant of fiscal

autonomy to Ireland with the maintenance of | 


Free Trade between Ireland and Great Britain, 
and power in the Irish Parliament to prevent 
“dumping.”” In return for recognition of Irish 
sentiment in this matter, the condition of a 
Free Trade agreement between Great Britain 
and Ireland was sought from the Irish Parlia- 
ment.

A DEADLOCK.

LORD LONDONDERRAY’S SERVICE. 
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ALLEGED BOGUS 
PROSPECTUS, 


At Omeath (Co. Louth) yesterday morning 
James Carleton (alias Sir James Carlton, 
alias Crawshaw, alias Wilmot, alias Waldon) 
was arrested at his residence, .Drumuijlagh 
House, on the charge of “ having, in the month 
of August, 1919, at Warrenpoint, in the County 
of Down, caused to be printed and published 
a certain prospectus for the p n of a 
certain company called ‘The Liberty Ship- 
building and Dry Dock Company,’ containing 
statements as to material matters, which state- 
ments were false in fact, and made with intent 
to defraud.” The arrest of the 
created a sensation in the district; where he 
was residing in the residence of the late Col. 
Dobbyn. Accused was conveyed to Newry, 
where at 11 o'clock he was brought before Mr. 
J. Woulfe Flanagan, R.M., on the charge set 
out. 

Sergeant Green, Omeath, said that when 
arrested and cautioned at 7 o'clock that morn- 
ing at his residence, the accused 
merely said—* Oh! that’s all right, sergeant.” 

Head Constable Kearney said that after the 
accused was-arrested, he (witness) collected & 
large number of books, letters, and documents 
in the study. Whedff he told the accused that he 
was going to take charge of them, accused re- 
plied that he would like to have legal opinion 
before they were removed. Witness, however, 
told him that he was in custody, and he would 
take whatever document he considered neces- 
sary. Accused then said: “ There is nothing of 
a doubtful or questionable nature why I should 
refuse documents to be removed, bu® consider I 
am entitled to the legal rights, the same as are 
being used against. me. The prospectus was 
prepared on information given me in a letter 
from J. and A. Thompson (Belfast), and pre- 
pared by W. K. Gibson (solicitor, Belfast), and 
Arthur Black, barrister. I have paid hundreds 
of pounds in making the yard adaptable for 
steel shipbuilding, and have never received one 
penny.” Witness asked for a remand for eight 
days in order to examine the documents, et., 
that he seized. 

This concluded the evidence, and Mr. Donnelly, 
M.P., who defended, in epplying for bail, said 
that Carleton had taken Drummullagh House 
on a three years’ lease. 
and if there had been any criminal idea in his 
mind in regard to the issuing of the prospectus 
he could very easily have left the country 
weeks ago. No one could have been hurt in 
this matter, as, according to his instructions, 
every penny of the thousands of pounds that 
had been received as the result of the pros- 
pectus had been returned. And not only that, 
but his client had received a cheque for 3 
very substantial eum, which rat into housands, 
in respect of contracts that were tentatively 
entered into in view of the operations of the 
shipbuilding yard, and this money had been 
lodged with the company’s bankers in Newry. 

Mr. Woulfe Flanagan said that he would allow 
the accused out on his entering into bail of 
£2,000, with two sureties of £1,000, to appear 
on remand that day week, 

Mr. Donnelly asked that the bail should he 
reduced to £1,000 and two of £500, but Mr.

RELATIONS BETWEEN NORTH AND

As one who had experience of the work of the 
Church in the South as well as in the North 
of their country, he asked if they would allow 
him to bring before them a question of which 
he could epeak with some knowledge, and which 
was, he thought, one of the most important 
of all questions at the present time for them 
of the Church of Ireland—the relation between 
North and South. In epeaking of this, con- 
tinued His Grace, I do not intend to say any- 
thing about the political question. I wish to 
regard the subject from the point of view of 
the position and needs of the Church. It is 
of the ujmost importance that there should be 
« full and sympathetic understanding between 
the people of the two great divisions of the 
country. In*many respects North and South 
contrast. Conditions of life, occupation, and 
outlook differ considerably. Differences of this 
kind may easily give rise to differences of aim 
or mental attitude. Indeed, they are bound 
to de eo, nor is this a fact to be deplored. 
Rightly regarded, euch differences are a great 
enrichment of the life of the country. It is 
only a wrong re-action upon them which tends 
to make them a source of misunderstanding 
Ireland in the South is a land of fair and mch 
pastures—a land by nature flowing with milk 
and honey. Ireland fn the North is, naturally, 
a country with a poor eoil, which has been won 
from the wilderness and transformed into a pro- 
ductive region by unceasing toil. In the process 
it has bred a,hardy and determined people, 
who, havithig transferred some of their energy 
from the battle with nature on their bleak 
hillsides to industrial and commercial enter- 
prise, have attained a very wonderful success.
